Stabbed officer wins bravery award 


Honour: PC Alex Stypulkowski with Home Secretary

A policeman who nearly died 
after being stabbed by “a ma¬ 
niac” with a screwdriver has 
been named the bravest offi¬ 
cer in England and Wales. 

PC Alex Stypulkowski, from 
Epsom, was named overall 
winner at the annual Police 
Bravery Awards held in Lon¬ 
don last Thursday. 

The 27-year-old was pre¬ 
sented with his award by 
Home Secretary Theresa May 
for risking his life to appre¬ 
hend a mentally-ill man who 
had previously taken his own 
mother hostage. 

Arriving at the scene, PC 
Stypulkowski chased the 
man, but became separated 
from his colleagues, some of 
whom were armed, and found 
himself alone in a dark road 
with the man. 

He told the police officer: 
“You’re going to die” and 
brandished a screwdriver. 
While the two men were 
locked in a struggle on the 
ground, the man stabbed the 
PC several times in his 
upper back and neck, nar¬ 
rowly missing his jugular 
vein.

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Another police officer ar¬ 
rived to help and, despite his 
injuries, PC Stypulkowski 
continued to pursue the 
armed man and eventually 
captured him. 

PC Stypulkowski, a former 
pupil at Therfield School, 
Leatherhead, said it was the 
most frightening situation he 
has faced since his career 
began in Hampshire in 2007, 
but he was back on the beat 
within weeks. 

He said: “Police officers 
deal with violent situations 
every day, but this was ex¬ 
treme. 

“He was very keen on trying 
to kill me. Often people are vi¬ 
olent and aggressive, but 
their main objective is to get 
away, not to attack and hurt 
you. 

“I always wanted to do the 
job because I feel you can 
genuinely make a positive dif¬ 
ference, protecting vulnera¬ 
ble people and catching the 
bad guys. 

“Police officers are out 


there doing remarkable 
things every day and my 
story is not unique. 

“The fact that situations, 
which officers are facing are 
getting more media coverage 
can only be a good thing.” 

He said receiving his award 
was a humbling experience 
which was “not just about 
me”. 

He said: “I’ve learned how 
much the police are like a big 
family and that is how I can 
go out and do my job every 
day.” 

Paul McKeever, chairman 
of the Police Federation, said 
PC Stypulkowski “deserves 
the highest praise” for his 
courage and determination. 

He said: “Knowing the 
risks, PC Stypulkowski fear¬ 
lessly put his own life on the 
line to pursue this very dan¬ 
gerous offender. 

“This award deservingly 
gives recognition to his sheer 
professionalism and selfless 
actions.” 

His “immensely proud” fa¬ 
ther Douglas Stypulkowski, 
who lives in the Chase estate, 
Epsom, said he had a “sickly 


feeling” when his son called 
to tell him he had been hurt. 

He said: “I always knew he 
had the personality suited to 
being a good police officer, 
and, at the same time, I have 
the anxiety shared by any 
parent who has a child on the 
frontline who comes into con¬ 
tact with danger on a daily 
basis. 

“It was a frenzied attack 
and the potential injuries 
would have been fatal. But 
like a military wife, you hold 
your fears at bay and support 
them through it as best you 
can.” 

Sue Willman, headteacher 
at Therfield School, also 
paid tribute to the brave 
policeman. 

She said: “Alex was a very 
positive member of our 
school community, who 
achieved excellent examina¬ 
tion results. 

“His strength of character 
and community spirit were ap¬ 
parent throughout his time 
with us and I was not sur¬ 
prised to hear he is excelling in 
his chosen career and that his 
bravery has been recognised.”

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Police hunt man who tried 
to abduct 10-year-old girl 


Police are hunting a man who 
tried to abduct a 10-year-old 
girl in broad daylight on 
Saturday. 

The incident took place at 
11.45am, on October 20, at the 
junction of Clandon Close and 
Briarwood Road, in Stoneleigh, 
when the girl was approached 
by a man driving a silver car. 

The man got out of the vehi¬ 
cle and tried to pull the girl to¬ 
wards the car, but she pushed 
him away and ran from the 
area. The man then got back 
into the car and drove away. 

Poice have contacted schools 
and businesses and have 
stepped-up patrols around 
Stoneleigh to alert people as 
well as providing reassurance. 

A police spokesman said on 
Wednesday afternoon that 
there had been no arrests but 
they were following up a num¬ 
ber of lines of inquiry. 

The incident has shocked the 
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community. Brian Radford, 
from B Radford and Son butch¬ 
ers in Stoneleigh Broadway, 
said parents were warning 
their children and the police 
had visited at the weekend.

We see the majority of people 
in this area so we can pass on 
the message.” 

Stoneleigh Councillor Pamela 
Brady said: “I was horrified. 
People have been found dead 
after things like this.” 

Coun Brady said children 
walking home from school as 
darker evenings draw in need¬ 
ed to be made aware of the 
dangers. 

The man was white, in his 
late 20s or early 30s, about 5ft 
llin, with curly brown hair 
with specks of grey. He had an

athletic build and his top row 
of teeth were damaged and 
several were missing. 

The car he was driving was 
described as a silver saloon that 
had a number of dents in the 
bodywork and tinted windows. 

Following the incident, police 


officers carried out a thorough 
search of the surrounding area 
and extensive house-to-house 
inquiries and are now carrying 
out additional high-visibility 
patrols in Stoneleigh. 

Detective Inspector Oana 
King said: “This was a serious 
incident where a young girl 
was approached while walking 
home alone and we are investi¬ 
gating this matter as a priority. 

“Fortunately, the girl was not 
injured during the incident, 
but this was a hugely upsetting 
experience for her and we are 
doing everything possible to 
identify the man involved and 
the vehicle he was driving.”

Victory for residents as 
developer tidies up act 


Residents have won a “victory for 
the little man” after forcing devel¬ 
opers of the Epsom station site to 
clean up their act. 

People living in Horsley Close, 
behind Epsom station, contacted 
the Epsom Guardian last month 
saying there were fed-up with the 
danger and disruption caused in 
their road by the developers. 

This included the closing off of 
pavements, fencing in the road, 
and lorries coming in and out of 
Horsley Close to collect and deliver 
materials used for the main Epsom 
station development - which resi¬ 
dents and Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cillor Neil Dallen insisted 
was contrary to prior agreements. 

Now, following an article in the 
Epsom Guardian, the pavements 
have been re-opened in places, and 
equipment and materials - to be 
used for the main station site - 
removed. 

Janet Burgess, of the Horsley

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Close Action Group, said: “An en¬ 
forcement officer from the council 
came to see me last week and took 
photos of the road and had a meet¬ 
ing with the developers as they 
were working. 

“Since then, I’ve been told that 
the pavements will be re-opening 
in places, the fence, which was on 
the road, will be put back and 
Horsley Close will no longer be 
used to store material, which will 
be collected for use on the main 
Epsom station site. We got there in 
the end. It’s really a good victory 
for the little man.” 

A council spokesman said it was 
regularly monitoring the use of 
land in Horsley Close since a 
“breach of the conditions” relating 
to the development was brought to 
the council’s attention. 

He said: “It became evident some 


materials and machinery that 
were on the site should not have 
been and, following intervention 
by the council, we can confirm the 
area of land in question will not 
now be used for any purpose other 
than to construct a new parking 
area [in Horsley Close]. 

“The equipment and materials 
are currently being removed and 
the developers have confirmed the 
land in question should not be 
used to support general construc¬ 
tion work on the station site.” 

Coun Dallen said he was “very 
pleased” action has been taken, 
but still has reservations about the 
issue of potential flooding in Hors¬ 
ley Close. 

He said: “During the develop¬ 
ment, many natural absorbers 
such as trees and bushes have been 
removed, and the water is not 
being absorbed by the clay. I was 
told a reservoir would have to be 
dug. Time will tell.”

Multiple injuries:

A man whose life was 
changed forever after being 
knocked off his bicycle is 
calling for harsher penalties 
for careless drivers. 

Nigel Barclay, from 
Banstead, was left with seri¬ 
ous injuries after being 
knocked over by driver 
Harry Ledger, 19, in March, 
when he was cycling about 
100m from his home. 

Mr Barclay had removed 
his helmet as he was close to 
home and was cycling down¬ 
hill, in Hillside, when 
Ledger, of Cheam, turned 
right into his path. 

The 45-year-old was admit¬ 
ted to St George’s Hospital, 
Tooting, where he remained 
for two months, with a frac¬ 
tured skull, facial fractures, 
and breaks to his arms, legs 
and pelvis. He also suffered a 
brain injury, leaving him 
deaf in one ear and with dou¬ 
ble vision in one eye. 

Mr Barclay, who runs a 
gate installation business, 
has not been able to work 
since, and has been told it is 
unlikely he will be able to

undertake physically de¬ 
manding activities again. 

Ledger pleaded guilty to 
driving without due care and 
attention and was fined £300 
and given four penalty 
points on his licence at South 
East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court in August. 

Mr Barclay said the sen¬ 
tence was lenient given the 
injuries he suffered and said 
the law needed reviewing. 

He said: “Victims are being 
let down by the courts and 
the people who cause the 
problems seem to get away 
with it lightly. 

“This guy has totally 
changed my life. Because I 
suffered a brain injury, I had 
to surrender my licence, but 
the guy who caused this has 
not had his licence taken 
away. 

“I was a man in his mid-40s 
who was perfectly fit and 
able, enjoyed sports and 
playing with my kids. 

“Now, I will have to be very 


careful not to sustain any 
more injuries.” 

Mr Barclay said the court 
took into account the fact he 
was not wearing a helmet. 

He said: “There is no legal 
requirement to wear a hel¬ 
met, and, even if I was wear¬ 
ing one, it wouldn’t have 
helped me with the breaks in 
my arms, legs or pelvis, 
which are having the biggest 
effects on my life. 

“There is clear evidence to 
suggest that a helmet only 
makes a difference in a low 
speed collision.” 

Mr Barclay is now pursu¬ 
ing a claim for damages 
against Ledger. 

His solicitor Malcolm Un¬ 
derhill, of IBB Solicitors, 
said: “If someone is charged 
with careless driving, the 
starting point in the criminal 
justice system is the court 
looking at the standard of 
the person’s driving - it does 
not particularly take into ac¬ 
count the ramifications of 
the person’s actions. Mr Bar¬ 
clay’s issues will affect him 
for the rest of his life.” 


Does wearing a helmet make a difference? 


According to the Bicycle Helmet 
Research Foundation: 

• Cycle helmets act like shock ab¬ 
sorbers - protecting the head by 
reducing the rate at which the 
skull and brain are accelerated or 
decelerated by an impact. 


• In cases of high impact, such as 
most crashes that involve a motor 
vehicle, the initial forces absorbed 
by a cycle helmet before breaking 
are only a small part of the total 
force and the protection provided 
by a helmet is likely to be minimal 
in this context. 


• Cycle helmets provide best 
protection in situations involving 
simple, low-speed falls with no 
other party involved. 

• They are unlikely to offer 
adequate protection in 
life-threatening situations.

An Oscar-winning film-maker 
flew in from Hollywood to talk 
about his extraordinary career 
with future artists and designers 
at the University for the Creative 
Arts (UCA) in Epsom. 

Arnold Schwartzman, a royal 
designer who was made an OBE 
in 2002, gave a special talk to stu¬ 
dents and staff on Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 16. 

The UCA Canterbury graduate, 
who has produced work for Coca- 
Cola, the Rolling Stones and the 
Los Angeles Olympics over the 
past 53 years, and worked with 
Elizabeth Taylor, the Beatles, 
Mick Jagger, and George Lucas. 

He told a packed lecture theatre 
about his journey as a film¬ 
maker, graphic designer and an 
author. 

He won an Oscar for producing 
and directing the best documen¬ 
tary feature, Genocide, at the 1982 
Academy Awards. 

Mr Schwartzman said: “I feel 
that when you reach a certain age 
and gain a good amount of suc¬ 
cess you owe it to the next genera¬ 
tion to give something back and I 
really believe it’s important 
to nurture future artists and 
designers. 


“The main reason for my visit 
to Epsom is to complete a task, 
which I set myself a few years ago 
- to give something back to UCA 
as a governor. 

“I’m delighted to have lectured 
at four of UCA’s five campuses 
and with Epsom I have finally 
managed to complete the set, so 
this is the cherry on the cake for 
me. 

“I’ve visited UCA Epsom a num¬ 
ber of times and I’m pleased to 
come back and see the new build¬ 
ing with its fantastic facilities.” 

Mr Schwartzman has been a 
member of UCA’s board of gover¬ 
nors for several years, despite 


living 9,000 miles away. 

After graduating from UCA 
Canterbury - then the Canter¬ 
bury College of Art - in 1955, he 
began his career as a graphic de¬ 
signer for Southern Television in 
Southampton, and went on to be¬ 
come an advertising art director, 
a member of the board at Conran 
Design, television commercial di¬ 
rector, and a regular illustrator 
for the Sunday Times. 

He has designed the Academy 
Awards’ commemorative posters, 
produced film trailers and creat¬ 
ed murals for the grand lobby of 
Cunard’s new liner, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth, in 2010.

‘Multi-storey car park 
never in station plan’ 


The council has confirmed the 
new Epsom station development 
will not include increased parking 
for commuters, though it will have 
200 spaces for bikes. 

There will be be 31 car spaces for 
residents of the new flats and just 
32 for rail users - a number kept 
deliberately low to discourage peo¬ 
ple from using their cars. 

The Epsom Guardian was con¬ 
tacted by resident Brenda Knorpel 
who said she recollected plans for 
the new station included a multi¬ 
storey car park with more spaces 
for commuters. 

But Epsom Council said this was 
not the case and “the proposed 
number of parking spaces had

remained consistent throughout”. 

It said the UK’s national parking 
policies were based on Govern¬ 
ment standards that took into ac¬ 
count how to discourage the 
dependence on cars. 

Mrs Knorpel said: “I am sur¬ 
prised because I thought there 
would be multi-storey car parking 
in the new development for pas¬ 
sengers. The plans seemed to 
imply that and it is badly needed. 

“There are a number of other 
stations up the line that are small¬ 
er but have more car parking.” 

But a council spokesman said 


said: “The council has never pre¬ 
sented anything other than what is 
being built.There was never a 
multi-storey proposal for this 
scheme and all proposed spaces 
within the new building would be 
on a single level accessible from 
the Western end at ground level, 
ramping-up to first floor level. 

“The new station facilities will 
include cycle-parking spaces for 
200 bicycles as well as a new cycle¬ 
way along Station Approach.” 

The spokesman also said the 
council had produced a parking 
strategy to discourage on-street 
parking around the town centre. 

Councillor Neil Dallen said Mrs 
Knorple had been mistaken.

I admire the courage of 
Jane Taylor for exposing 
her 83-year-old mother’s 
treatment on Croft ward at 
Epsom General. 

For far too long, the ethos 
at this hospital appears to 
have been that elderly pa¬ 
tients are unimportant. 

In 1974, I worked as an 
auxiliary nurse on Cavell 
ward. Elderly patients 
were treated so badly - 
slapped, dropped on the 
floor and called offensive 
names - that the experi¬ 
ence will haunt me forever. 

When my own mother, as 
a fit and lively 70-year-old, 
was admitted to Epsom 
General after breaking her 
femur, she was discharged 
even though she had devel¬ 
oped ulcerative colitis. 

She was rushed back to 
the hospital two days later, 
when I was warned she 
might die. 

The hospital should treat 
the elderly with dignity 
and place them in bright 
and cheerful wards.

shortfall in communication. 

However, some of the inflam¬ 
matory allegations in the 
story were not put to us, and 
we were, therefore, unable to 
respond to, or correct, the con¬ 
tent of the article. 

I would also like to address 
the inaccurate information 
about the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC). 

The CQC did not, as implied, 
rule Epsom Hospital was not 
compliant in its 2011 inspec¬ 
tion. In fact, when measured 
against the essential standard 
that food and drink should 
meet people’s individual di¬ 
etary needs, the CQC ruled: 
“Overall, we found Epsom 
Hospital was meeting this es¬ 
sential standard but, to main¬ 
tain this, we suggested that 
some improvements be made.” 


I knew this kind lady when I 
was growing up in the Nork 
area of Banstead. Nobody 
should die like this, whether 
“by mistake” or not. 


In addition we were not 
asked to comment on the 
claims about the reputation of 
Croft ward. However, had the 
journalist asked, we would 
have pointed out our commit¬ 
ment to high quality care. 

Our performance in the lat¬ 
est Dr Foster Guide (an inde¬ 
pendent and authoritative 
report), which stated we are 
one of the safest hospitals in 
the country, and are one of 
just 21 hospital trusts (out of 
147) where the number of pa¬ 
tients who die is significantly 
lower than expected. 

I was also very concerned to 
see the quotes attributed to me 
did not match the response I 
gave the journalist.

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Safe motoring at night for women 


For some women, the 
prospect of a long journey 
alone in the dark - or with 
young children - can be quite 
daunting.

• If you make regular trips 
alone, or drive on B-roads 
much of the time, make sure 
you take a fully charged up 
mobile phone.

• Are all your lights working 
properly, including interior 
lamps? 


• Are washer bottles full 
and your window wipers in 
working order? 

• Do you have a spare tyre 


which is roadworthy and 
correctly inflated? 

• Is there enough 
petrol/diesel to complete 
your journey? 

These may all sound like 
common sense, but it’s too 
easy to become complacent 
about the general day-to-day 
maintenance of your car, 
especially the condition of 
your car’s battery during the 
colder months. 

Most UK breakdown 
services give priority to 
vulnerable drivers and those 
with young children or in 
dangerous locations, so you 
can be assured help is on its 
way fast.
